Announced For 


Peanuts 

A minimum national 
average price support of 
$247.50 a ton for 1969- 


crop peanuts has been an= 
nounced by the U, S, De« 
partment, of Agriculture, 
Chairman Roy L, Ellis of 
the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation 
County Committee said, 
This is an increase from 
the 1968 level of $240,50 
a ton, 

“This reflects 75 per- 
cent of the estimated parity 
price as of August 1, and 
will not be decreased for 
the 1969 crop,” The Chair- 

said, “‘However, the 
level may be increased if 
a combination of the parity 
price and the supply per- 
centage on August 1, 1969, 
results in higher legal min- 
imum support price.” 

The Chairman pointed 
out that the Agricultura] 
Act of 1949 provides for 
peanut price support at a 
level between 75 and 90 
percent of parity, depend-+ 
ing on the percentage which 
the total supply of peanuts 
is of the normal supply as 
the marketing year begins. 

“In order to be eligible 
for price - support pay- 
ments, it will be necessary 
for producers to plant 
within their 1969 peanut 
acreage allotments,’’ the 
Chairman emphasized,

Explained 


Several people have 
questioned the announce- 
ment in this newspaper last 
week that the City would 
begin collecting the sew- 
age fee next month.

county but within the State, 
Allotments may be trans- 
ferred into this county by 
sale or lease from other 
counties in the State where 
growers have voted toper- 
mit such transfers, 

The Chairman explained 
that the transfer of allot- 
ments for the 1970 upland 
cotton crop will need to 
be filed with the ASC Count; 
Committee not later than a 
deadline to be announced 
later,

AT CITY HALL 


The Elba City Council 
held it’s third meeting of 
the month last Monday 
night. All members of the 
council were present. 

The first order of bus- 
iness was to discuss a re-= 
quest for the street sweep- 
er tO sweep some private 
parking lots, The city clerk 
reported that in the past 
this work had been done and 
charges of $7.50 per hour 
had been made. The council 
decided that this was fair 
to all concerned and offered 
this service to both local 
supermarkets andto others 
that might need it. The 
sweeping will only be done 
at the conveniecne of the 
City, which means that it 
will be done when the 
sweeper is in that area, 

The police chief re- 
ported that he needed a 
replacement radio opera- 
tor to replace one entering 
the Army. The council de- 
cied to solicit applications 
from local citizens to fill 
this vacancy, He also re- 
ported that three police 
employees had served their 
probation period of three 
months and were due to 
the customary raise, The 
council agreed anda motion 
was made, seconded and 
passed, 

Chief Smar was author- 
ized to hire an extra po- 
liceman when needed for 
stake-out duty. Hewasalso 
authorized to use men on 
the regular force that were 
off duty and to give them 
time off later to com- 
pensate for the extra work, 

The councilmen voted to 
rezone the area onthe west 
side of highway 84 across 
from Williams Texaco as 
requested by Harry Bul- 
lard. The vote was four 
for and one not voting. 

Mayor Brunson appoint- 

ed Councilmen Sam Sawyer 
and Charles Jacobs towork 
with Zoning Board Chair- 
man Robert Marsh in draft- 
ing an ordinance setting up 
T-1 or house trailer park- 
ing zones. This would set 
aside areas for trailers and 
any additional trailers 
moved into town couldn’t 
be parked except in these 
zones, 
, The council was notified 
that there was a vacancy 
on the Water and Electric 
Board due to an expiring 
term and a vacany on the 
Recreation Board due to 
a resignation, No action 
was taken on these appoint- 
ments at this meeting, 

The council again dis- 
cussed the pro and con of 
a delivery license for furn- 


iture trucks’ delivering 
wholesale, A motion was 
made to allow the local 


furniture dealers to buy a 
blanket $10 unloading licen- 
se to cover all trucks un- 
loading at their store, This 
motion died due to the lack 
of a second and as noother 
motion was made on this, 
Mayor Brunson therefore 
declared that the license 


would stand as printed in 
the city code = $25,50 for 


each company delivering 
in the city limits, 

City Clerk Harris Win- 
ston requested the council 
allow him to hire Mrs, 
Naomi Harper on a part 
time basis, The council 


approved this action by a 
vote of 3 for and 2 against, 

[he council discussed 
facts that the city code 
calls for all gas fitters in 
the city limits tobe bonded, 
The city clerk was in- 
structed to check with other 
towns to see if Elba’s re- 
quirements were 
Sive, 

Mayor Brunson report- 
éd on the results of an ap- 
praisal he had gotten on 
the city hall property, It 
was noted thatthis estimate 
varied consideralby from 
the one gotten by Masons, 
No action was taken asthis 
was presented only to in- 
form the council, 

\s no other business 
was presented, the council 
adjourned at 9:57 p.m. 
which is probably the earl- 
iest this council has ad- 
journed since taking office 
last fall,
